After a lone; ronforonce with state 
fiscal experts at the State House, Gov. 
Curley yesterday announced that he 
would be obllRed to supplement the 
state buduet. jy at least $3,308,000 to 
take care of Increases in expenditures 
not provided for in the budget prepaa'ed 
for 193.5 by formci Gov, Ely. 

He announced hi.s estimate after dlr,- 
cus.slns the financial requirements of 
the slate with Thoma.s J. Buckley, slate 
auditor; Charles P. Howard, state com- 
missioner on administration and finance, 
and Carl A. Raymond, budget commis- 
sioner. Al. the conclusion of the con- 
ference, however, he asked for com- 
plete official figures, and indicated that 
the total might nni considerably larger 
than anticipat-ed. 

He ako declared that the apparent 
surplus of $6,')0,000, which his prede- 
cessor had professed to hand over to 
him Jan. 1, wa.s in reality a deficit 
of more than $1,000,000. 

REFERS TO BANK DEPOSITS 
This, he explained, was because the 
sum of $1,700,000, which t.io state had 
on deposit in closed banks, had been

Ho would not com-| 
mcnt on his recommendations fori 
means of meeting the additional ex- 
penditures. Two road.s are open to thej 
Legislature— bi.rrowlng on bond Issue 
or new taxation— to provide the neces 
sary additional revenue. 

The Items Involved in the supple- 
mentary budget which the Governor 
said should have Ix-en included In Mri 
Ely's fUaires. wore $1,308,000 for thd 
re.storation of state employes' pay cuts, 
which became effective Jan. 1; $450,000 
to meet Ihe resumption of step rate pay 
increases to state employes, and $500- 
000 to pay the 10 per cent. Incusase In 
the coKt of food to state Institutions, m 
estimated by experts. 

A fourth Item, which is incun-ed an 
a result of one of the Governor's fa- 
vored plan^, to place employes In all 
state Institutions on a 48-hour week 
will require $1,000,000 a year to pay 
sriOO additional employes, soon to bb 
appointed.

FVNCTIOX OF JUDICIARY j j 

"The fuaiion of the judiciary,- the; ! 
i committse declared, "is to administer| i 
justice with all that the word admmi-i; 
5t»r implies. That function is not ade-, 
quately exercised by sitting on a bench; 
and watching justice P-oat by. ' 

The report urged that the courts ba : 
given full power to make their owi^! 
1 rules of procedure, instead of beingS 
confinea oy the rules made bv the Lffi-v 
islature, as now. Power, it was tirged

It Is not the passive thing the public 
IS now receiving. 
■ The function of the judiciaiy, one 
ot the three great departm.enbi of our 
government, is to adninister justice 
With all that the word administer im- 
plies, Tha,t function is not adequate- 
ly exercised by sitting on a bench and 
wstxihing justice float by. 
. The bench Is not entirely to blame 
for the passive position It now occu- 
pies. That position Ig the resultant 
<if legislative Inhibitions, of public In- 
diflerence and ot Inertia engtiadered 
by always doing things in the way 
things always have been done. 

The time has come to quicken a 
Sense of greater responsroillty on the 
part of the bench and to clothe it' 
with powers commensurate with the 
responsibility it should assume. 

Nothing less wiU satisfy an enlight- 
ened public opinion. 

On the whole the committee finds 
that the judicial system of Massa- 
chusetts is fundamentally sound. It 
b«lieKfia.that a judiciary constituted 
b^ppointment rather than by popu- 
^r election can provide judges of far 
lligher character and caliber. It hopes 
(bat the appointing oower wUl always 
^ mindful of the iiia\e rei^xjnsiblllty 
♦ith which it is entrusted. 
I It finds that much of the machinery 
inder which the courts of MassaclTA- 
lett« operate is oombersome and antl- 
iinted. i 

. It finds that the bench has been 
.backward in making improve- 
toents within Its power; but further, 
that it has been handicapped in mak- 
fag other needed hnprovements be- 
cause of legislative regulations which 
^KHJerly belong to the Judiciary. 

TEARS OF DELAY 

'. At the end of the last court year, 
83,535 civil jtiry cases were awaiting 
arial in the JWassachusetts superior 
flourt. Of course only a fraction of 
eiese cases will be tried but the out- 
standing fact remains that the aver- 
age delay between the bringing of a 
elvll jury suit and the date of its 
trial is now nearly four years in Suf- 
folk and Middlesex cotmties and be- 
Ijween two nad three y^ears in other 
<jwintles. These averages are increas- 
Sag annually as the court slips farther 
gnd farther behind. 

Justice to be certain must be 
jrompt. When recollections become 
laiy and witnesses disappear trials 
tend to become mere competitions In 
Jinaginatlon.

IMPERVIOUS TO CHANGE 

' Revision ot method is going on on 
111 sides — in engineering, in educa- 
tion, in the medical profession, in 
jjubiic utilities, in busincr of every 
llature. Judicial procedure alone lags 
iar behind. It seems impervious to 
(Shange but no reason has 'aeen shown 
*hy it should be incapable of Improve- 
aient. Only an aroused public opin- 
len can remedy this situation. 
• In investigating the cduse of delay 
Jn the trial of cases we have tieen 
much impressed by the fact t it 
H no one's business to keep judicial

m'-tters. Now responsibility cannot 
e.KLSt without power, nor should pow- 
er ever be exercised wit;- out re.?ponsi- 
bility; and the only body in which 
both 'power and responsibility over 
court " practice and procedui-e can 
properly be placed L'; in the judiciary. 
EFFICIENT SER^^CE 
No public, no private, organization 
could render efficient service under 
the methods b;,' which justice is ad- 
ministered in this commonwealth. 
The courts charged with one. and not 
the least important, of the three 
branches of our government, are pre- 
vented from exercising their normal 
function, and thus kept out of con- 
tact with a primary need of the peo- 
ple. They are almost couflned to 
trying cases under regulations largely 
made elsewhere, instead cf being in- 
trusted with the duty of seeing that 
'ustice Is fairlv, fully and speedily ad- 
ministered- Hence they are in danger 
of mistaking for the public the bar, 
whose point of view is by no means 
the same as that of the people at 
large. 

First and foremost this committee 
recommends that the courts be given 
full power to make their own rules of 
procedure. 

It is not fair to charge the bench 
with responsibUicy for the law's delay 
and not give to it authority to design 
it3 own machinery. Rules of proce- 
dure are technical and intricate. It 
Is not the proper function of the Leg- 
Islat'ure to go into details of this na- 
ture. It should empower the courts 
to make the rules and then the courts 
should be held responsible for the re- 
sults. The Congress of the United 
States has done this very thing with 
regard to the "federal courts with hi^h 
approval. Some states have done 
likewise with regard to their courts. 

The supreme j'udicial court is over- 
worked, but one remedy for this i'l- 
mediately suggests itself. Under . uT 
form of jurisprudence where so m.uch 
cf the substantive law depends on pre- 
cedents, a final court in considering 
appeals has ivo functions, not wholly 
identical. Ore is to render a final 
decision in the case at bar. 

This may involve only the appli- 
cation of "well-recognized principles 
of law to the particular facts or to 
the question whether a trial judge 
has erred. The other fuTiCtion is to 
expound the law where it has proved 
vague or uncertain. With the ex- 
cessive amount of work thrown upon 
the supreme judicial court, it would 
seem to be the latter function alone 
that needs a discussion of the autho- 
rities, that only in cases involving 
questions novel or legally important 
Is it necessary to write full opinions, 
while the others might be di.'posed of, 
so far as the reports are concerned, 
■with a mere statement of the decis- 
ions reached. 

FINAL DECISIONS 
There is a school of thought which 
holds that all final decisions by this 
court should have an opinion with 
reasons. The committee is not in 
accord with this view but if this 
view should prevail, there is merit in 
the EUggesion of the Governor of 
having an appellate division of the 
superior court. Like the supreme 
court of the United States, our su- 
preme judicial couri. might then be 
given power to protect itself against 
needless appeals by declining to en- 
tertain them. 

The committee believes it vitally 
Important that the district coiirt.s of 
the commonweal'h attain and main- 
lain a state of efficiency and repute 
so hii?h as to encMirace an Increas- 
ing entry of trial ca.ses. These dis- 
trict co'urts s'nould provide to the 
satisfaction of the bar throughout the 
stale prompt, impartial and inex- 
pen-sive justice. It any litigant de- 
sires to make use of more expensive 
machinery of justice, it is lair that 
he snould tjear a part of its cost, lor 
w-e shall show in the next paragraph 
what a very .imall part litigants pay 
of the cost to the state ot judicial 
machinery. A sub.stantiai increase m 
the entry fee in the superior court is 
therefore urged as a much needed 
measure of public economy and ef- 
ficiency. 

JURY FEES 
The per diem cost to the state of 
a jiu-v civil trial Is not ac<-urately 
known, nor can it be d?u;rmined un- 
der the present method of accounting 
in this commonwealth. The com- 
mittee is satisfied that the generally 
accepted figure of $400 to $500 per 
day is not far from correct. Now 



when a litigant is furnisned an ade- 
quate tribunal in which to try hi.'! 
cause at a negligible expense to ^hur. 
and a far less burdensome cost to the 
<tate whv should he not be cnarged 
something ex*r,\ for the privilege if 
he elects to use a much more expen- 
sive piece of machinery? ^^ 

The com.mittee recommeftirthe es- 
tablishment of a iiwertee for civil 
rasfi ia <^>-r— n**^ court, provision, 
of course bcyig made for the waiver 
of the jury fee when in the dis- 
cretion of the court a litigant could 
not reasonably afford its payment. 
The fee, whatever the sura may be, 
will be exceedingly low compared with 
the cost to the state of a jun' tria\ 
but it may cause counsel to consider 
whether lie really wants a jury trial 
instead of claiming it as a matter of 
routine. To show how low this fee 
will be. let it be leniembcred that an 
a->-erage jury trial lasts about one and 
one-quarter' days and co.Tts the state 
over $500, so that a fee ot $'25 wo'uld 
only amout to about one-twentieth 
part of the cost to the state for the 
m.achinery which the litigant uses. 

How manv citizens of the common- 
wealth realize that the average re- 
covery in damages in a jury trial is 
less, and often vei7 much less, than 
it costs the state just to provide the 
court machinery to tr?' the case? 

The recommendation for a jury 
fee is urged in the interest of econ- 
omy, but in addition experience in 
ether states has fho\sTi That such a 
fee is verv effective in reducing the 
number of jury eases entered, which 
is an end also to be desired. 
TRIAL LISTS 
The trial Iist.s of 'he courts need 
study and revision as to method, f-or 
it is whollv unnecessan- to keep 
litigants and their oounsel and wit- 
nesses waiting about for such long 
times for their cases 'J^ be calied. 
The inefficiency in handling trial 
lists is a cause of annoyance and 
complaint: and if the co'urts exist 
for the public, the public convenience 
is not an entirely negligible matter. 
Also for public convenience we 
recommend that every court room in 
the commonwealth be provided with 
witness chairs so that witnesses may 
stand or sit in giving evidence. 

The committee believes that judges 
should of their own initiative direct 
verdicts for the defendant,i without 
requiring him to rest his case, when 
satisfied t'aai the evidence wouiti not 
support a verdict for the plaintiffT' 
This would tend to make judgments 
depend more on the justice of the 
case than on the cleverness of coun- 
sel. As stated in our general finding, 
more initiative on the part of the 
courts in this and other directions 
would a'lso save needless expense with 
much time. 

The committee notes with approval 
that the superior court has taken 
action 'viiereby engagements of 
counsel will not be permitted unduly 
to interfere with the trial of a ca.se 
when reached, either in the court 
or in hearings before an auditor. 
We suggest that a similar plan be 
evolved in the district court.s, in view 
of a possible large increase of trials 
of motor tort cases. The adminis- 
trative committee of the district 
courts should consider this question 
as the use of these CQurts for this 
purpose may largely depend upon 
the speed with which cases are 
reached for trial. 

DOUBLE TRIALS 
It has been brought to the att,en- 
tion of the committee that in most 
cases of felony a defendant; can have 
but one trial on the facts. v>-hereas 
for misdemeanors, i.e., lesser offenses, 
a defendant may have two trials, one 
in the district court and another on 
appeal to the superior court. At first 
blush this seems an absurdity but for 
the present the committee is not pre- 
pared to recommend the abolition of 
the_ double trial for the reason that 
It might tend to increase the number 
cf .superlr.r roi:;'! \v'::i\> for these of-

The statute allowing persons 
charged with illegal parking to save 
a criminal record bv paying a sum 
to the cleric of court has somewhat 
lessened the number of cases to be 
tried. It might well be extended to 
embrace other minor delinquencies, 
such as failure to remove snow from 
side^'alk.s before a specified hour, 
which clutter up the trial docket and 
absurdl-v brand the offender with a 
criminal record. 

Power should be restored to the 
courts to advise juries with re.spect 
to matters of fact. The committee 
knows that ihis is a highly contro- 
versial subject, but it submits that it 
Is almost ridiculous that the :'ne 
Impartial, trained mind In the whole 
cou.'troom must remain inarticulate, 
while the jury is swayed this way and 
that by professional partisans. This 
power to advise jurors on the facts 
alwBvs existed until it was. without 
careful consideration. sTi'ept away In 
1859 at the revision of the statutes by 
Genera! Laws, chapter 231. section 
8! I' has lx-"n kept away ever since, 
for what purpcse? — Surely not the 
accomDlishnient of even-handed jus- 
tice. If the courts are really to ad- 



wtenTn" court has reserved, a 
case fcr consideration, the decision 
should be handed down with reason- 
able promptness. Most judges do this 
now. but a .sufficient number delay 
rendering their decisions so long as 
to make this suggestion by the com- 
mittee something more than captious 
criticism. 

DISTRICT COURTS 
The district courts should handle 
the bulk not the trial c-ases in the 
state. As previously pointed out it 
is extravagant for ihe state to pro- 
vide jurv trial machinerj- at a cost 
in excess of the recoveries obtained 
through it. It suggests the case of 
rigging a derrick to lift a pin. The 
district courts must be strengthened, 
however, so that member:* of the bar 
mav feel full confidence in them and 
corne to u.se them more and more be- 
cause of their greater promptness. 
greater simphcity and lower cost. This 
will relieve the overtaxed superior 
court to that extent. 

The committee is not at present 
prepared to make specific recom- 
mendations for strengthening dis-,.rict 
courts, but it is satisfied that the abo- 
lition of part-time judges, who prac- 
tice in the same courts in which they 
sit is essential to the establishment 
of such full confidence. The commit- 
tee notes with cordial approval that 
the Governor has brought to the at- 
tention of the general court the need 
of improving this branch of th e Ju^ 
dicfal svstem. 

IMIOKM PF.VAI.TIKS 

t-.,.,,,;,.,- n rcorganiznlion at tlie Q's- 
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ital cases In this state have been 
dramatized and allowed to drag out 
in a most unbecoming manner totally 
unnecessary to the ends of justice. 
.\UDITORS 
The committee notes with approval 
the increased use ol auditors in^ su- 
perior court motor tort cases. This, 
however, and other suggestions previ- 
ouslv mtide by the committee can 
hardlv be expected, as matters now 
stand' to be more effective than bal- 
ancing the budget, so to speak, i.e.. m 
keeping down the surplus of cases en- 
tered over those di'. sed of. They 
do not pi ent a solution of the im- 
mediate problem of how to break the 
jam— how to di:pose of the enormous 
accumulation of superior court cases 
now awaiting tria' 

The committee has cons.dered rec- 
ommending drastic legislation In this 
connection bj*t.<tl»e .saore itWj*tudies 
the matter the more It has come to 
believe, as stated at the outset, that 
one of the prime causes for this con- 
gestion lies ill the point of yie-vv of 
the judges themselves. From lawyers 
and lavmen alike the committee has 
heard over and over ngain that the 
judges .seem to . consider taemselves 
something akin to umpires only— to 
see that the continuing parties keep 
within certain rules, some of tneir 
own making, more made by the Leg- 
i^ature. With few exceptions they 
ar,->.said to have no apparent thought 
of takin;,- real command in their own 
courti-ooras to see that justice is fully 
and expeditiously administered. They 
do not seem to be acutely aware ol 
the fact that they constitute one of 
the three great divisions ..f govern- 
ment—the one charged with the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

With a changed point of view and 
additional authority the courts them- 
selves mav be able to bring the trial 
dockets rea.?onably up to date and 
keep thom there. 

For this reason the committee feels 
that all its recommendations rest 
upon these two: 

First — Th;.t the judiciary be clothed 
with the authority and responsibihty 
herein recommended. 

Second- That ; judiciary then 
recognize that responsibility and fear- 
lessly exerci'^e th. t authority.

other evils arising out of the present ■ 
system of judicial procedure had been 
so ineffective that the arrears in 
pending cases were constantly in- 
creasing. No one will question the 
proposition that courts and lawyers 
exist for the benefit of the public, not 
litigants for the benefit of co-urts or 
counsel, and therefore, if the puoiic 
feels that it ■iS not enjoying the speedy 
justice g-,iaranteed by the const i tu- , 
tion cf the commcn-A'ealth. :t w eu- 
titl'ed to complain, to seek the cause 
of the grievance and to a^k that *^^ 
remedv be applied. This is the right 
of any citizen, and it seems appropri- 
ate that it shoiUd be exercised by and 
tn behalf of a body so lai-gely repre- 
sentative as the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The committee was organized 14 
months ago. It has held 40 meetings. 
It has heard judges, lawyers, public 
oSicials and lajrmen. It has made 
separate studies through experts and 
sub-committees. It has examined re- 
ports of oflicial bodies of this and 
ther states and countries. 

GENEKAL FINDING 

Believing that its general finding 
underlies the whole problem the com- 
mittee announces it at the outset. It 
is this: The proper conception of the 
administration of jiistice is something 
far larger than anything now envis- 
aged by Uie bench and ira,r of Massa- 
fiachusetts. Real administration of 
justice is a positive thing. It consists 
of positiye powers, positively exercised. 
It Is not the passi're thing the public 
1* now receiving. 

i The function of the judiciary, one 
ot the three great departments of our 
government, is to administer justice 
with all that the word administer Im- 
plies. That function Is not adequate- 
ly exercised by sitting on a bench and 
■watching justice float by. 

, The bench is not entirely to blame 
for the passive position It now occu- 
Bies. That position Is the resultant 
of legislative inhibitions, of public in- 
diSerence and of inertia engendered 
by always doing things tn the way 
thing! always have been done. 

The time has come to quicken a 
afense of greater responsibility on the 
part of the bench and to clothe It' 
with powers commensurate with the 
responsibility tt should assume, 

■ Nothing less wiU satisfy an enlight- 
ened public opinion. 

On the whole the committee finds 
that the judicial system of Massa- 
chusetts Is ftmdamentally sound. It 
^that a Judiciary constituted 
lintment rather than by popu- 
lar election can pro-vide judges of far 
higher character and caliber. It hopes 
ttiat the appointing power wU! always 
be mindful of the grave re^sonsiblllty 
^th which it Is entrusted, 
1 B finds that muoh of the machinery 
inder which the cotcrts of Msseachu- 
jettt operate Is Kunbersome and anti- 
quated. . 

T It finds that the bench haji been 
•backward in maldng improve- 
fients within Its power; but further, 
that It has been handicapped in mak- 
hig other needed improvements be- 
•ause of legrislatlve regulations which 
froperly belong to the judiciary. 

; TE.\BS OF DEL.*T 

-. At the end of the last court year, 
12,535 cl-yil Jury case* were awaiting 
^dal In the Massachusetts superior 
flourt. Of course only a fraction of 
tfaese cases will be tried but the out- 
standing fact remains that the aver- 
age delay between the bringing of a 
eivU jury suit and the date of Its 
trial is now nearly four years in Suf- j 
|olk and Middlesex counties and be- 
Ipreen two nad three years in other 
counties. These averages are increas- 
Jfcg- annually as the court slips farther 
<nd farther behind. 

■ Justice to be certain must be 
airon^t. When recollections become 
lazy and witnesses disappear trtala 
fend to becotna mere competitions la 
l|naglnatlon 

; A man -^ith limited means is fre- 
fltiently forced to settle his case for 
Jhat he can get because he cannot

Ihent. All plaintiffs, hiving good 
tfauses. must either .settle, at a dis- 
advantage, or be kept out of their 
fights for an unconscionable period. 
On the other hand a defendant, who 
9ss a good defence, may be compelled 
to pay premiums ■■ i. a, bond to dissolve 
Ki attachment while the rase is iicnd- 
fcg and carry an unncfcssary ''<.'orT7 
throughout this long wait with no 
.jgecourse though the verdict would be 
in his favor if the case could come 
Hb trial.

IMPERVIOUS TO CHANGE 

■ Revision of method is going on on 
CI sides — in engineering, in educa- 
tion, jtl the medical profession, in 
jlubUc utilities, m b'.isint--. of every 
llature. Judicial procedure aione lags 
tur behind. It seems impervious to 
(Siange but no rsa-wn has been sh.o-wn 
♦hy it should be Incapable of improve- 
4ieat. OrUy an aroused public opin- 
ion can remedy this situation. 

; In investigating the cause of delay 
te the trial of cases we have been 
much impressed by the fact ? it 
it no one's business to keep judicial 



procedure adapted to the neeas oi 
the times. The courts have not the 
power; for although they have some 
vauthority t;^ey have not enoug;-i to 
Naake them more than prrtially re- 
sponsible for the present cond'tior--, 
Man5|r-4f not most of the rules ol 
practlceaBtlDrocedure are made by 
the Liegislatu^-«ljich acts only as 
bills are brought beiSf*~itfc.£ndcan- 
not tie expected to maintalnai?."thin<^. 
like effective supervision ever such 
matters. Now responsibility cannot 
exist without power, nor should pow- 
er ever be exer':ised ■witrout responsi- 
bility; and the only body in which 
Ixjth power and responsibility over 
court practice and procedure? can 
properly be plticea is in the j'adiciary. 
EFFICIENT SER>TCE 
No public, no pri'-'ate, organization 
could render eSicient service under 
the methods by -nhich j'ostice is ad- 
ministered in this commonwealth. 
The courts charged -with one. and not 
the least im.portant, of the three 
branches of our government, are pre- 
vented from exercising their norma! 
function, and thus kept out of con- 
tact with a primary need of the peo- 
■ pie. They are almost confined to 
trying cases under regulations largely 
made elsewhere, instead of being in- 
trusted with the duty of seeing that 
justice is fairly, fully and speedily ad- 
ministered. Hence they are in danger 
of mistaking for the public tlie OcS, 
whose point of ■view is by no means 
the .^ame as that of the people at 
large. 

First and foremost this committee 
recommends that the courts be given 
f'ull power to make their own rules of 
procedur.^. 

It is not fair to charge the bench 
■with responsibility for the law's delay 
and not give to it authority to design 
its own machinery. Rules of proce- 
dure are technical and intricate. It 
is not the proper function of the Leg- 
islature to go into details of .his na- 
ture. It should empower tlie courts 
to make the rules and then the courts 
should 'IX held responsible for the re- 
sults. The Congres". of the United 
States has done this very thing ■?.ith 
regard to t'ne federal co-iirts with high 
approval. Some states have done 
likewise with regard to their court.*;. 

The supreme judicial court is over- 
worked, "out one remedy for this im- 
mediately suggests Itself. Under o^jr 
form of JiiTlsprudence where so rn^ieh 
of the substantive law depends on pre- 
cedents, a final court in considering 
appeals has '-.vo function.';, not wliolly 
identical. One is to render a final 
decision in t.he ca.se at bar. 

Tills may invol'.e only the appli- 
cation of -ivell-recognized principles 
of law to the particular facts or to 
tlae qne.stion whether » trial judge 
has erred. The other ftmction is to 
expound the iivw uiiere it iias proved 
vague or uncertain. With the ex- 
cessive amount of work thrown upon 
the supreme judicial court, it would 
seem to be the latter function alone 
that needs a discissiou of the autho- 
rities, that only In cases involving 
questions novel or legally important 
is 1: nece&sary to WTite full opinions, 
while the others mig'nt be d::p<iEed of, 
so far as the repor's are concerned, 
■^■ith a mere statem.ent of 'he decU- 
lons reached. 

FINAL DECISIONS 
There is a school of thousht which 
holds that all final decisions by this 
co'jrt .should have an opinion with 
reason.s. The committee is not in 
accord with this view but if this 
view should prevail, there is merit in 
the .suggesion of ;he Governor of 
having an appellate division of the 
superior co^art. Like the supreme 
court of the United Sf.ates, our su- 
preme judicial court might then be 
given power to protect itself against 
needless appeals by declining to en- 
tertain them. 

The committee believes it vitally 
Important that the district courts of 
th*=» coriimonweal'.a ar'ain anri maiii- 
tain a state of efficiency and repute 
.so hizh as to encourage an increas- 
ing entry of trial ca.ses. The.se dis- 
trict courts should provide to the 
satisfaction of the bar throughout the 
state prompt, Impartial and inex- 
pensive Justice. If any litigant de- 
sires to make use of more ey.pensive 
machinery of justice, it is fuir that 
he should bear a part of it.s cost, for 
we shall show tn the next paragraph 
what a very nmall pan litiganUs pay 
of the cost to the' state of judicial 
machinery. A substantial Increase -m 
the entry fee in the superior court Is 
therefore urged as a much needed 
measure of public economy and ef- 
ficiency. 

JL'RT FEES 
The per diem cost to the state of 
a jiuy civil trial is not accurately 
known, nur can it be determined un- 
der the present method of accounting 
In this commonwealth. The com- 
mittee is satisfied that the generally 
accepted figure of $400 !« $.500 per 
dav io not far from correct. Now 



when a litigant is furnished an ade- 
quate tribunal in which to try his 
cause at a .negligible expense to him 
and a far less burdensome cost to the 
state, why should he not be charged 
something e:rtra for the privilege if 
he elects to u-;e a much more expen- 
sive piece of rnachinerj-? 

The committee reconiiiiei>''*'lhe es- 
tablishment of a_iii»jr"'TCe for civil 
lor court, provision, 
of course, bei^g made for the waiver 
of the jury fee when in tlie dis- 
cretion of the court a litigant could 
not reasonably afford its payment. 
The fee, whaliever the sum may be, 
will be exceedingly low compared with 
t'ne cost to the state of a jurj' tria\ 
but it may cause co'unsel to consider 
•vvhether he really wants a jury trial 
instead of claiming it as a matter of 
routine. To show how low this fee 
will be. let it be remembered that an 
avercge jury trial lasts about one and 
one-quarter days and costs the state 
over S500, so that a fee of $25 would 
only amout to about one-twentieth 
part of t'ne cost to the state for the 
m.achlnery which the litigant uses. 

How many citizens of the common- 
wealth realize that the average re- 
covery in damages in a j'ury trial is 
less, and often very much less, than 
it costs the state just to provide the 
court machinery to trj- the case? 

The recom.mendation for a jury 
fee Is urged in the interest of econ- 
omy, 'out in addition experience in 
other states has shown that s'Jch a 
fee is vei-y effective in reducing t'ne 
num'oer of jury ca^es entered, which 
is an end a'lso to be desired. 
TRI.4L LISTS 

The trial Ii.--.ts o: '.he com^ts need 
study and revision as to metiiod. f-ir 
it is wholly unneces.san.' to keep 
litigants and their counsel and wit- 
nesses -ii-aiting about for such long 
times for their cases to be called. 
The inefficiency in handling trial 
lists is a cause of annoyance and 
complaint: and if the co'jrts exist 
for the public, the public convcnien.fc 
is not an entirely negligible matter. 

Also for public convenience we 
recommend that every court i-oom in 
the commonwealth be provided with 
Witness chairs so that witne.vsc.^; may 
stand or sit in giving evidence 

The committee iKilieves iliat judges 
should of their o"*Ti initiative dlrert 
verdicts for the defendant, uithout 
requiri.-g him to rest his case, •.■,hen 
sat"--.f:,-'d ih^iLi the evidence wouki i.^.a 
support a verdict for the plainfrT:' 
This would tend to make judgment.s 
depend more on the jastice of the 
ca.se than on the cleverness of coun- 
sel. As stat.ed in our general finding, 
more initiative on the part of the 
courts in this and other directions 
would also save needless expense with 
much time. 

The co.mmittee notr-s v/ith approval 
that the superior co'.irt ha.s taken 
action whereby engagement.? of 
counsel will not be permitted unduly 
to Interfere with the trial of a ca.se 
when reached, either in the court 
or in hearings before an auditor. 
We suggest ihat a similar plan be 
evolved m the district courts, in view 
of a ixiwiblp large :ncrea.se of trials 
r.'l motor tort ca.«es, Th" adminis- 
t.-ati-.-e comniit'ee of the district 
courts should consider this question 
Sls the we of the.^e courts for thii 
p:irpo-.e may largelv dejx>nri upon 
the speed with which ca-.es are 
reached for trial. 

DOIBLE TRIALS 

It has been brought to the a; ten- 
don of tile committee that in mast 
ca.ses of feiony a defendant can have 
but one irial on (he facUs whcrca", 
'or misdemeanors, i.e., le.sser offen.sps. 
a defendant may have two trials, one 
in the district court and anoth<>r nn 
appeal io she superior court. At fir.st 
Uush this seem.'i an absurdliy but for 
the present tiie committee is not pre- 
pared l-o recommend the abolition nf 
the double trial for the reason that 
It might tend to Increase the number 
nf sup*>r;-:r r,;;:;i ir.a!. f,,r "hisc ol- 
fenscs. Wlicn. a.s it is to be iiwpe.i, 
greater confidence is established m 
the district courts this anomaly .should 
in some way be removed. 

Tlie statute allowing r>ersons 
charged with illegal parking to save 
a criminal record bv paying a sum 
to the clerk of court has somewhat 
lessened the number of cases to be 
tried. It might well be extended to 
embrace other minor delinquencies, 
such as failure to remove snow trorri 
sidewalks before a specified hour 
which clutter up the trial docket and 
absurdly brand the offender with * 
criminal record. 

Power should be restored to the 
courts to advise Juries with respect 
to matters of fact. The committee 
knows that this us a highlv contro- 
versial .subject, but it submits tliat it 
is almost ridiculous that the one 
impartial, trained mind in the whole 
courtroom must remain inarticulate, 
while the jury is swayed this way and 
that by professional partisans. This 
power to advise jurors on the facts 
alwa-.-s existed until it was. without 
carefui consideration, .swept away in 
1859 at i he revision of the statutes by 
Genera! Laws, chapter 231, section 
81. It has been kept away ever since, 
for what purpr^-e? — Surely not the 
accomplishment of even-handed jus- 
tice. If the courts are really to ad- 
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len tne court has reserved a 
case ft.r consideraticn, the decision 
should be handed down v.ith rea.'=on- 
abic cromptncss. .Most judges do this 
now, but a sufficient number delay 
rendering their decisions so long as 
to make this suggestion l>v 'he com- 
m.ittee something more than captious 
criticism. 

DLSTIIU T t (II KTS 

The district rourt.s iliould handle 
the bulk nof tlie trial cases tn the 
state. As previously pointed out It 
is extravagant for the state to pro- 
vide Jury trial machinery at a cost 
In exce.s.s of the recoveries obtained 
through it. It suggests the ca.se of 
rigging a derrick to lift a pin. The 
district court.s must be strengthen .d. 
however, .so that member:, of the bar 
may feel full onfidenre in them and 
come to use them more and more be- 
cause of their greater promptness, 
greater simplicity and lower cost. This 
will relieve IJie overtaxed superior 
court to tiiar extent. 

The cu.'nmlttee is not at pre^ent 
prepared to make specific recom- 
mendations for strengthening district 
courts, but it is satisfied that t'ne abo- 
lition of part-time judges, who prac- 
tice in !he .same couris in which they 
si'. IS e,s.sential to the establishment 
of such full <'onfidcnce. The comm.lt- 
tee notes with cordial approval that 
the Governor ha-s brought trj the at- 
tention ot th? general court the need 
of improving this branch of the Ju-J 
rilrlal system — "^^

in a most unbecoming manner totally 
unnecessary to the ends of justice. 
.\UDITORS 

The committee notes with approval 
the increased use ot auditors in su- 
perior co-art motor tort cases. This, 
iiowev:r, and oth--r suggestions previ- 
ously mt-de bv the com.mittee can 
hardly be expected, as matters now 
stand', to be more effective than bal- 
ancing the budget, so to speak, i.e.. in 
keeping d0'>vn tlie surplus of cases en- 
tered over those di . 'ed of. Tliey 
do not p; ent a solution of tlie im- 
mediate problem of how to break the 
jam — how to di-pose of the enormous 
accumulation of superior court cases 
now awaiting tria" 

The committee has con.«.dered rec- 
ommending drastic legislation in this 
r,:.;-nerticn ta*t--the -Biore it«(^udies 
•lie matter the more it has come to 
b-'licve, as stated at tiie cutset, that 
one of 'he pr;me causes for this con- 
E."Stion lies in the point of yie-.v of 
tile judges themselves. From iaw.vers 
p.nd laymen eiike the committee has 
heard over and over 3ga;n that the 
judges .M-(:ni lo c jp.i.'.i^r themselvfis 
something akin to umpires only— to 
.see that the cont.iiuing parties keep 
wifnln certain rules, some cf fneh 
own making, miorc m.ade by the Leg- 
rtjature. With few exceptions they 
a.'''v.jjald to have n.) .ipparent thoU!>ht 
of taklnt; real command in their own 
court.-ooms to see tliat justice is fully 
and expedititiusly administered. They 
do not seem to be acutely aware of 
the fact that thev cons'itute one of 
the three great divisions ,.f govern- 
ment—the one charged wit'n the ad- 
ministration of ju.'^tice. 

With a changed point of view and 
additional authority the courts them- 
.selves mav b" able to bring the trial 
dockets rcKsonablv up to date and 
keep them there. 

For this reason the committee feels 
that ail its recommendations rest 
upon these two; 

First — That the judiciary be clothed 
with the authority and responsibility 
herein recommended. 

Second — That : Judiciary then 
recognize that re.sponsibility and fear- 
le.s.sly exercise th. t authority.

Judge Bdward P. Pierce of the Supreme 
Court will hear tho merits of the peti- 
tion of Judg-e Jacob K. Kaplan to be 
recognized as chairman ot the Boston 
Finance Commission, at a session of the 
court Friday. At the conclusion of the 
introduction of evidence and arguments, 
the judge will determine whether the pe- 
tion should bo thrown oua or reserved 
for the con.slderation ot the full bench of 
the Supreme Court. 

Leon Newman, representing Kaplani, , 
today asked Judge Pierce to report the; 
case to the full court for immediate ac- 
tion. 

Francis R. Mullin, counsel for E. Mark 
Sullivan, named l)y Oovernor Curley to 
replace Kaplan a.s chairman, altbotifrh the 
latter's term had not expired and, as ho 
contends, there was no valid reason for 
his removal, opposed the suggestion of 
Newman. Mullin said: 

"I oppose reservation and report of the 
caBo on three grounds. We would like 
to have a trial here. First, this Is not 
such a case as la required to go before 
the full court; second, Mr. Sullivan does 
not know whether the expense of this 
litigation will fall on him, personally, or 
whether It may be borno by the Finance 
Commission: he does not wan, to go to 
the full bench unnecessarily at his own 
expense, and he docs not want to pro- 
long the litigation unnecessarily at the 
expense of the Finance Commission, espe- 
cially at a time when criticism is so rife 
and people have so carefully watched 
this case. His sense of propriety actu- 
ates him about that concern. Third 
assuming the petitioner could make oul; 
a ca.se, technically, still your honor In

Speed Signs Proposed 

A fresh attack on tiie highway ac- 
cident problem, throuRh the posting 
of signs along stale roads indicating 
tlie maximum safi; speeds at all im- 
portant points, was today reeom- 
mcnrird to Paul G. Kirk, slate rom- 
missioner nf public safety. It was 
the outcome of a survey made by 
ERA engineers along Die Newbury- 
port Turnpike and will be rerom- 
mendcd at once to the Legislature. 

The ERA group sucsgested that 
specimen highways be equipped with 
the .signs, pending suitable legisla- 
tion. 

The engineers found that uniform, 
over-all speed limits, nece.i.sarily too 
lew for the safer sections, are vir- 
lu.illy useless. The ))ublic demand;, 
.speed. tl»y said, and can reasonablv 
be allowed speed where it doe.s not 
involve substantially preater haz- 
ard. The chief need, they found, is 
for graduated speed limits— up to 45 
miles an hour in the safe sections 
and scaleil down in proportion to 
the need for caution. 

A map of the Newbury))ort Turn- 
pike Wfvs submitted, with all the 
signpo.sts indicated. They ranged 
from 25 to 4.t miles an hour, and by 
observing them, engineers made an 
average speed over the Pike of ;i8 
miles an hour. 

Speed, the survey brotip.ht out, is 
the chief cause for llie iiiereasing 
,severity of Mie accident problem. In 
mc€Un>^ it by the sicnpcst method, 
every hichw.iy must oe snidied sep- 
arately, and the speeds graduated 
according to its peculiar needs. There
